Steamer Taken Out of the Graveyard of 
the Atlantic Sable Island Sands. 

After being embedded for ten months in 
the sands of Sable Island,the ** graveyard 
of the Atlantic,” the lritish freight steam- 
ship Nerito was taken to New York on 
Monday under her own steam, preceded 
and partly guided by the Merritt wrecking 
steamer J. D. Jones. Save for a few 
damaged plates near the keel, her hull was 
in good condition. She had been stripped 
of all her joiner work, including the dvuors 
of every room except the lavetory, by tne 
beach combers of theisland. Ali of her 
brass fittinge andevery pane of glase had 
been carried away. 

The Nerito went aground in a fog in 
September last. Her crew abandoned her 
and were taken to Halifax on the steamebip 
Lunenburg. The British steamship New- 
fielde came aiong and stripped her of chain, 
sable, hawsers, and canvas. 

Her owner coliected the insurance from 
the British Lloyds, whose agents decided 
to save her, as she was worth about $25)),- 
000, and was only three years old. They 
employed the Merritt Wrecking Company 
to haul her off. 

The eteamer !. J. Merritt went to the 
eiand in October last, but was prevented 


trading schooner Amelia, Capt. D. Kerr, 
his mate, Samuel Smith, and eight or ten 
men, They sailed in the schooner Amelia, 
from Rubiana in the middle of last April 
and have since been missing under circum- 
stances that leave no question as to their 
fate. The British naval officera in the 
vicinity are naturally enraged over the 
miserable destruction of these sailors, and 
it is probabie that swift vengeance will be 
taken upon the cannibals if they fail into 
the clutches of the whites. When the 
sailors failed to return to Rubiana in May, 
cne Nathaniel Wheatley, of that place, 
organized a search for them and succeeded 
in picking up the deck-house, the hatches 
and other parts of the Amelia, but every 
one of the men had disappeared, 


THE CANNIBAL ISLES. — 


The group of islands called the Solomon 
Islands by early navigators, who vaguely 
supposed that they were the original 
depository of Solomon's gold, extend from 
the northwest to the southeast in latitude 
5 to 11 degrees south and 154 to 163 degrees 
east, at a distance of about 800 miles 
northeast of Australia, They. are the 
largest of the numerous groups of islands 
in the Pacific Ocean, and were discovered 
by Alverdo ds Mendana in 1567,: Yet 
though they were thus among the earliest 
known islands in this region, our informa- 
tion in regard to their topography, resources 
and inhabitants has always remained very 
meagre, owiny to the unamiable character 
of the natives. 

The Solomon Ielanders are of e mixed 
race, varying between an almost pure 
Malay type and the dark-skinned Poly- 
nesian. Though savage in their habits, 
they are nevertheless intelligent, crafty, 
thievish and revengeful, and they are said, 
when domesticated, to make excelient aud 
faithful servanta.. The men wear’ no 
clothing but a luin band, and the women 
wearasma!! skirt. They are mostly small 
of stature snd their hair and skin are 
intensely black, the former being closely 
frizzied. Some visitors have described 
these people as the most savage, brutal and 
degraded race on earth, but this opinion is 
perhaps too severe. Although cannibals, 
they are by no means degraded as com- 
pered with other savage races, They had 
acquired in the process of their development 
and before coming in contact with Europ- 
eane aknowledge of various simple arte, 
several of which they practised with 
remarkable ekill, They are singuiarly 
clever in surgery, setting arms and legs 
with bamboo splints, They have also 
obtained some knowledge of dentistry, 
though their treatment of a patient is 
somewhat of a heroic character.

STILL LIKE WHITE FLESH. 


Contrary to the geperai impression, the 
practice of cannibaiism has by n0 means 
been extinguished. It has been supposed 
that the increasing intercourse between the 
whites and savages and the presence of a 
large number of devout mistiouaries in the 
South Sea Islands’ had pvt an end to man- 
eating as e general practice, but this is not 
the case. e inhabitante of many of these 
islands, and of the Solomon Isiands in 
particular, have always been ‘‘anthrop- 
hagoi,” or cannibals, ever since their 
existence first became known to white men 
in the sixteenth century. And there w 
nothing in the presence ofthe missionaries or 
in the soéthing influences of intercourse 
with white traders that would teud to make 
theese savages abandon the custom. Among 
them the practice of devouring their 
fellow-creatures in order to satisfy the 
pangs of hunger is regarded as entirely 
natural and even praiseworthy. At the 
time of the second visit of the discoverer of 
these isiande, Alverdo de Mendana, the 
chief of the island of Yeabel, one of the 


largest of the group, sent to the Spanish 
navigator a present of a quarter of a boy, 
with the hand and arm. The Admiral, 
horrified at receiving so gruesome a gift, 
ordered ite instant burial, a i 
which both angered and perplexed the well- 
meaning chief, who did not think that such 
a choice morsel as a boy’s flesh should be so 
recklessly disposed of.

HOW HUMAN FLESH TASTES. 


The flesh of a white man is peculiarly 
agreeable to the taste of acannibal. Dur- 
ing the uprisings of the Solomon IJsland 
** head hunters” no person is safe, be he 
white or black, so great is the frenzy of 
these fearful creatures for human biood. 
But if a white man shouid be encountered 
the occasion is celebrated by a banquet or 
feast of unusual ceremony. Capt. William 
: T. Wawn, an Engiisiman, who spent years 
| in the Queensland labor trade and who was 
| quite familiar with the character and habits 
| of the So!omon Islander, relates the follow- 

ing e<perience, illustrating this peculiar 
custom : 

**On Nov. 9 the natives had captured 

@ recruiting boat belonging to the Mystery 

labor echooner.

—Thomas Muir, mate, and John Kenton,

**The motive for these murders was not 
revenge, but simply cannibalism. A great 
feast had been arranged to take place, to 
which all the surrounding tribes had been 
invited. The chief of the tribe that gave 
it desired to show hospitality on a grand 
scale, and accordingly provided the raze 


; dainty of white man’s flesh to do honor to 
his guests on the occasion.” 

The natives not only employ the flesh of 

their captives, but they also make excellent 


use of other portions of the body. 
THE LARGER BONES, 


such as the femur or thigh bene and the 
large arm bones, are used in making spear 

ointe, and in various other crude arts. 

he skulls are chiefly employed in decorat- 
ing the houses and sepulchres. One of the 
favorite architectural eijiects appears to 
consist in arranging a series of skulls 
along the edge of the thatched roof. The 
skulls are also placed around the base of the 
square stone mounds, which are built to 
contain the bones of dead natives. The 
skulls un the exterior, however, are those 
of captives, as may te easily known by 
observing the gaps or clefts where they 
have received the death blow, in most 
cases, from the hand of the professional 
butcher. 

‘The suggestive name of ‘‘head hunting” 
is given to the practice, common among 
these people, of going abroad, either singly 
or in bands, and scouriug the neighboring 
territory’ in the eearch for these horrible 
trophies. Head hunting is carried on to 
scme extentin connection with cannibalisms 
but much more from the desire of the chief, 
simply to accumulate shulis, as a token of 
political power, physical prowess, or for 
the purpose of decoration There are some 
contigenciesin the social life of the Solomon 
Islanders on the happening of which it is 
quite necessary,according to the estabiished 
custom, thatahead should be provided. 
Among the principal of these may be 
mentioned: Tne death of a chief; the 
launching of a new war canoe ; the compie- 
tion of a tambco-house. ‘The tamboo, 
or tambu-houee, is a building erected 
to contain the bones of some departed 
savage. The bonesso treated are generally 
those of chiefs or men of importance,

- The only gold and silver boand,diamond- 
jncrusted book in tae world was lately 
enshrined in the holy Mohammedan city of 
Isnan-Ruza,Persia. The book is,cf course, 


The covers of this unique volume,the sides 
of which are nine and one-half by four 
oches,are of solid gold plates one-eighth of 
an inch io thickness, lined with silver 
sheets cf the same thickness, The centre- 
piece, as well as the corners are symbolic 
designs, wrought in diamonds, rubies and 
pearls. The centre figure is acrescert, with 
a star between its pointe, the whole design 
being composed of 109 emall diamonds, 
167 pearis and 122 rubies. The diamonds 
op each corner, which are almost hidden in 
their golden eetting,and the orange-co!ored 
lacquer with which they are fastened, are 
a worth about $5,000, The book itelf 
is on parchment, entirely written by hand. 
It ie vaiued at £125,000. There is said 
to have been over 100,000 visitors present 
in Ienan-Ruza the day the holy relic was 
enshrined.

Tne Paris correspondent of the London 
Standard quotes from the Petit Bourguignon 
an account of an exciting balloon adven- 
ture, 

M. Chnesnay,a weil known aeronaut, went 
up in the car of a large balioon on Sunday 
and came to the ground the same evening 
at Failon. On Monday morning ie filled 
his balloon wi:h the gas he had trought with 
him in a emall balioon, and ascended once 
more. He passed successfully over Ponte 
de Roide and Delly, and saw ciearly the 
little corner of Switzerland which separates 
France from Alsace-Lorraine. Suddenly, 


when juat above the frontier of Alsace, he 
heard the report of firearma, and then the 
hissing of a builet. The shote were, he 
says, fired at his balloon by the German 
Custom House men. Being anxious to get 
beyond the range of their rifles as quickly 
as po:sible, M. Chesnay threw a sack of 
ballast out of the car, and in a few minutes 
tuund himself at an altitude of about four 
thousand metres. His balloon, however, 
descended again, and he saw Mulhouse, 
Basle, and the Rhine. In a shert time the 
balloon was floating over the territory of 
the Grand Duchy of Baden. Wishing to 
ascertain exactly witere he was, M. Chesnay 
descended rather tvo close to the earth, for 
tne car of hin balloon strugk a hill. For- 
tunately he wae not hurt, but a eack of 
bailast and the barometer being jerked out 
of the car, the balloon once more shot up 
high. The wind was very strong, and 
soon it became impossible to maintain the 
balloon any longer in the air. 

The violence of the gale prevented the 
anchor from fixing iteelfin the ground. 
Tre persons who tried to help could not 
keep up with the balloon, which was 
dragging the car on the ground and bound- 
ing up into the air ata furious rate. Tele- 
graph wires were broken like thread, tele- 
graph posts knocked down like ninepins, 
and canale were crossed with M. Chesnay 
at the bottom of the car. At length, after 
the car had been dragged in the water of a 
canal, the aeronaut clambered out and fell 
on the ground senseless. When he recov- 
ered consciousness he foand Limeelf eur- 
rounded by a crowd of people, but none of 
them could speak a word of French, and 
heknew noGerman, After endless trou- 
ble he succeeded in reaching the nearest 
town, which wae Singen, and took train 
for Basle and France.

otf. Some were afterwards ransomed, 
while the greater part were held ae siaves 
by their captors, 

When the Emperor Henry in 1194 cap- 
tured Salerno he ordered the wives aud 
daughters of the leading citizena to be put 
up at auction and sold, and all these un- 
happy ladies were thus disposed of to 4 
brutal scldiery. 

When Edward I. made a prisoner of the 
Countess of Buchan be decited not to put 
her to death, but instead ordered a large 
iron cage to be made in which ehe was 
exposed, a8 @ prironer of war, to the 
execrations and abuse of the English 
rabbie. 

In ancient times prisoners were subjected 
totne moat cruel tortures and terribie forme 
of death, The monuments and records of 
Nebuchadnezzar tell with great unction 
how mary thousands of bie enemiee he be- 
headed, impaled and flayed alive.

The salaries of the officers and men on 
atrans Atlantic steamer—though by no 
means excessively large—make in the 
aggregate no inconsiderable sum.

The captain of an 
ocean liner of the better class is paid from 
three thousand to four thousand dollarsa 
year, though a few get as high as five 
thousand or six thousand dollars. The 
chief engineer's salary is next in size, and 
is usually about twelve hundred dullars per 
year. His assistante’ pay varies and rune 
from one thousand to four hundred and 
eighty dollars per year. 

THE CHIEF OFFICER 


receives nine hundred dollars, and the 
three officers under him various sums down 
to forty dollars per month for the fourth 
officer. Ableseamen receive twenty dollars, 
anda ship's carpenter forty doilare, while 
the petty cflicers get about twentyefive 
doliara per month. The chief steward’s 
salary is fifty dollars per month, and the 
second steward’s thirty dollars. The bal- 
ance get from fifteen dollara to twenty-five 
doliars according to their worth. It is 
into tnis department, however, that the 
fees are so freely given by the tourists, 
and a very handsome amount ie made by 
some of the stewards within a few months. 
The surgeon who looks after the iils— 
supposed or otherwise—of those on board, 
receives sixty-dullars per month from the 
company as weil as an occasional fee from 
a well-disposed traveler.

BIG FELLOWS FOUND IN THB 
THOUSAND ISLAND WATERS.

One des not require any very costly 
equipm «nt for muscalonge fishing, in fact 
the regulation black baes tackle will an- 
awer every purpose, except that the hook 
will not do at all. No straight shanked 
hook will catch a “‘longe.” Sometimes 
you will try still-fishing with bait, some 
times trolling with bait and oftener tian 
either trolling with the artificial spoon. 
For bait casting or trolling you wil 
require hooks, and let these be wide o 
bend and long of shank and made of heavy 
wire. The Limericks are tne best shape 
ever devieed for hooking any of the pike 
tribe. They have a peculiar twist in the 
shank which seeme to be always fatai to 
these big-jawed saveges. The hooke should 
be snelled on two feet of big piano wire 
gimp. Above this sneil should come & 
six foot leader of four strand polished 
gut and then the line, No, 6-0 is a pretty 
size of hooks, and eo ie 5-0. 

It is-well to be ready aad try any one of 
several methods of fishing, for the tastesof 
the ** longe ” vary from day today. So 
you will do well to carry slong live min- 
nows and a supply of fancy brass, copper 
and silver spoons.

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DESERTING THE SOIL. 


Astonishing Growthof City Population in 
America and Eurepe—Seme Recent 
Statistics. 

The flocking of the rural populetion to 
the cities, its results and how to counteract 
them are problems that yearly become more 
‘serious. Inthe United States there has 
been a steady growth in the urban popula- 
tion during the last hundred years. In 
1790 the percentage of the tctal population 
which lived in cities was 3.35, In 1890 1t 
haif increased to 29.12, It has grown more 
than 7 per cent. in the last decade. 

England's percentage of urban population 
is the highest in Europe—48 per cent 
Thrifty Holland is nextin the list, for 38 
out of every hundred of her inhabitants live 
in towhs, Belgium’s percentage is 34.5 
and France’s but 24. 

It is in Sweden and Russia that the rural 
population is the largest proportion. In 
each of these countries 91 persons out of 
every hundred live outside of the towne. 
Norway, Greece, Switzerland and Germany, 
in the order named, have the next largest 
percentages of urban dwellers,

has been trimmed and cooked in batter, 
and fill up the middle of the kidneys with 
tomato catsup waich has been made hot, 
and to which a piece of butter and a dust 
of cayenne have been added. Dish the 
mush roomsand kidpeyson a wallof spinach, 
and fill up the middle with the brown gravy, 
after edding a smail quantity of white 
wine. 

The nicest afternoon tea biscuits imag- 
inable may be made in the following way: 
Beat a quarter of a pound of butter to « 


cream with a quarter of a pound of white 
sifted sugar; add a beaten egg and the 

rated rind of a lemon ; work into this to 
orm a soft dough half a pound of flour, to 
which half a teaspoonfal of baking powder 
has been added; roll out to an eighta of an 
inch in thickness, and stamp with a plain 
or fluted cutter into biscuits the size pre- 
ferred. Bake in a moderate oven a very 
pale brown. The biscuits may be varied 
by the addition of a teaspoonful of ground 
ginger or a few currants or caraway seeds, 
in place of the grated lemon peel. 


To keep fresh meat in summer one must 
have a cool, dry and airy place, if possibile, 
with a thorough draught through it, as 
this insures freedom from flies, and has a 
great dealto do with the keeping of the 
meat. Directly the meat comes fron the 
butcher it should at once be well wiped, 
first with a damp and then a perfectly dry 
and ciean cloth, ang hung up immediately. 
Nothing will turn meat so quickly as iet- 
ting itlie ona plate orsiab. All unnecese- 
ery fat, marrow, kidneys, etc., should be 
removed as soon as possible, a good dust 
of freshly ground black pepper applied 
around the bones and the joints should be 
floured all over. Prepared in this way 
meat will hang for a considerable time, 
even in hot weather. If you fear its taint- 
ing dust it over with a little powdered 
charcoal, for this will nearly always keep 
it fresh and sweet. If, owing to » sudden 
change of weather, the meat appeare to be 
inclined to turn, wash it before cooking in 
a weak solution of vinegs: and water. 


Hard Soap. 

The following is no picked-up, hap-haz- 
ard recipe, but was prepared expreasty for 
domestic use by anoted chemist. Put one 
pound or pulverized lye into two quarts of 
oft water, it will dissolve immediately and 
the water will become quite hot; eet it 
aside until quite coid. 

Heat, slowly, in an iron kettle, seven 
pounds oi tallow, or perfectly clean grease 
entirely free from salt. When itis tnelted, 
before it gets ot, take the kettle from the 
tire. Letcool, and just as it begins to eet, 
pour in the cold lye in a small stream, and 
stir slowly, with a wooden paddie, about 
fifteen minutes, till the grease and iye are 
thoroughly incorporated, and have the ap- 
pearance of molasses. Do not stir too fast 
or too long, or the mixture may separate. 
Dip it into any light wooden box and throw 
a piec of old carpet over the box, and 
leave the box in a warm room for twenty- 
four hours, then cut in bars. This recipe 
gives twelve pounds of good hard soap. 

From the same source we have a method 
of cleansing grease. To a galion of water 
allow six pounds of grease, boil together 
an hour, stir andskim, Wnhen cold a solid 
cake of clean grease will be found on the 
top of the water. 


Tomato Goodies. 


With Mayonnaise. —The tomatoes should 
be put in the ice box in the morning to 
get cold ; wipe dry, cut off the stem, and 
with a pointed knife make a cavity in the 
top, fill with mayonnaize dressing ; set in 
ice box until ready to serve, then place 
three iettuce leaves on an individval salad 
dish and place one tomato in center of each 
dish. The lettuce should be kept in the 
ice box until ready to serve. 

Tomato Figs.—The smail tomatves 
should be used, and most people prefer tne 
yeliow ones, Take off the skins, lay them 
on pilates and sprinkle sugar over them, 
dry in a warm oven ; whep thoroughly dry 
pack in stone jar# with a layer of sugar 
between the tomatoes ; when ready to use
